Some yearlings by cer- 
tain sires, for instance, sold quite well, 
and others by the same stallions brought 
low prices. The buyers seemed to be 
scrutinizing the offerings with a careful 
eye, but were not inclined to give too 
much of a discount to yearlings with 
blemishes that seemed unlikely to affect 
their racing ability.

But there was a difference in the out- 
come: last year the 102 offerings from 
these consignors brought $608,300, aver- 
age $5,964. The 1950 session saw 101 
yearlings sell for $744,600. average $7,- 
372. This was an increase of 23 per cent 
in the average price. 

Largest consignor in point of numbers 
was Claiborne Farm, which this year re- 
presented the joint offerings of A. B. 
Hancock and A. B. Hancock Jr. In other 
years these individuals had sold separate- 
ly. The 27 Hancock yearlings brought 
$129,100, average $4,781. This was five 
fewer than had been sold by the Hancocks 
last year, and was an increase of about 
22 per cent in average. 


In point of average, the leading con- 
signment was sold by Leslie Combs 2nd, 
who got $150,000, average $21,428, for 
seven head. Nydrie Farm and Claiborne, 
which had not been represented in 1949, 
sold their single offering of the current 
year for $20,000. Leslie B. Combs 2nd 
got a $12,133 average for nine head. Mrs. 
John D. Hertz’ Stoner Creek Stud, which 
led in its session last year with a $9,978 
average, dropped about one-third to $6,- 
718. This was a result, in some degree, of 
the farm’s new policy of not fattening its 
sales yearlings to the usual summer sales 
standard. 

Top price of the session was $32,000, 
which Harry G. Carstens, agent for Mrs. 


Elizabeth N. Graham’s Maine Chance 
Farm. paid for a bay colt by Jet Pilot.

W. Marr’s Clarkland Farm, Lexington. Samuel 
A. Mason 2nd. a cousin of Horatio Mason, of 
Hartland Farm. Versailles. is his owner-breeder. 
Mr. Mason was a partner in the -Mason-Hanger 
Construction Company, but is now retired from 
that business. About three years ago he sold his 
River Edge Farm. in Virginia, and moved to 
Richmond, Va. His two broodmares are boarded 
with Mr. Marr, in Kentucky. Mr. Mason breeds 
and races on a small seale, and is a close friend 
of Max Hirsch, whose son, W. J. (Buddy) Hirsch, 
trained To Market for his Futurity win. 

He made his first start on July 14, at Arlington 
Park. and won by a length and a half in a field 
of 12 two-year-olds. This was his first and only 
start before the Arlington Futurity.

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OBITUARY 


William G. Helis 
Dies in Maryland 


William G. Helis. 63, died at the Johns 
Hopkins Hospital at Baltimore early on 
the morning of July 25. He had been seri- 
ously ill for some time, and had under- 
gone an operation last May for a respira- 
infection. He returned to the hos- 
pital on July 12 for further treatment, 
but his condition became progressively 
worse. 


The career of William Helis followed 
a pattern that has been made familiar in 
America by many successful foreign-born 


tory 


men: he started his business career with 
little in the way of assets except a keen 
mind and a desire to improve his  posi- 
tion. A native of Greece. he arrived in 
the United States at the age of 17 or 18 
without friends or money. He obtained 
work as a dishwasher. ventured into the 
movie-theater business with the first small 
capital he accumulated, and later gravi- 
tated to the California oil fields. where 
he learned the drilling business by start- 
ing in as a laborer. He invested his sav-

ings in oil leases, and struck it rich. A 
series of dry holes and other misfortunes 
later took most of what he had acquired. 
but he got a fresh start in the Louisiana 
fields and emerged several times a mil- 
lionaire. 


To the American Turf, William Helis 
was known as a liberal purchaser of year- 
lings and older racing stock, and as an 
owner who raced his horses against what- 
ever competition came along. His first 
horse was *Moscow 2nd, which raced for 
the Helmac Stable at New Orleans early 
in 1943. Later that year Mr. Helis ap- 
peared at the summer yearling sales at 
Lexington, which had been moved from 
Saratoga as a war-time measure, and 
made a spectacular debut. 


This was the year in which confidence 
in the status of racing became restored 
after a period of low prices. William 
Helis was the pace-setter among the 
buyers. He paid $66.000 for a handsome 
colt by *Blenheim 2nd—Risk, by *Sir 
Gallahad 3rd. one of the highest prices 
ever brought by a yearling at public auc- 
tion in this country. He cocked his cigar 
at the auctioneer many more times dur- 
ing that sale, and ended as the owner of 
11 yearlings that cost him $146,200. Prior 
to that he had bought Attention for $55,- 
000 at a sale of horses owned by the late

We have been suc 
cessful without ever having had to fall back on 
such unnatural and ungodlike methods of produc-

tion as worming, blood samples, suturing, im- 
pregnation, and the use of a speculum. 

Some of your unnatural practices 
changed as follows: 

WORMING, Horses are born with worms and 
therefore should have them. If you take all the 
worms out of a horse you decrease his resistance 
to them and when he gets them again they will 
undoubtedly kill him. The use of a tube is not 
allowed on my farm, and phenothiazine is strictly 
out. It is my opinion that no drug can safely 
be used on horses, and that the use of phenothi- 
azine will permanently injure 
horses. 

BLOOD SAMPLES. The 
from young horses seems like a needless waste of 
time and effort. I doubt very much that any 
doctors or so-called research men could find out 
anything that would affect horses running in a 
race. I also doubt that if they found anything 
that looked wrong, that they would know what 
to do about it. It also seems to me that sticking 
a needle into your foals is a good way to get 
many different infections that will 
many horses in the long run. 

SUTURING. This is a completely useless 
procedure that I am sure was started by veteri-

narians in order for them to make more money. 
Either the mare is going to get in foal or not, 
regardless of somebody sewing her up. 
IMPREGNATION. None of my mares are ever 
impregnated. It just doesn’t seem right, and | 
think that if you impregnate a mare she would 
have had a better chance if you had not. Further- 
more, if you get a foal as a result of impregna- 
tion, which is extremely doubtful, but if: you do, 


he will not be a good race horse because he 
won't be strong enough. 
SPECI LUM. I do not allow anyone to use 4 


speculum on my mares. Here again you run tie 
risk of infection and I don’t believe you can tell 
anything by looking anyway. It seems to me that it 
a man can’t tell whether to breed a mare or not by 
simply teasing her, he should not be in the horse 


business. If she wants to be bred she will show 
to the teaser. If she doesn’t want to be bred she 
won't show to the teaser. 


I hope you will think over my advice and car: 
use it properly.

Martini Wins Brazil’s Derby; 


The International Lineup 


Rio JANEIRO 

Lovely weather and temperature graced 
Derby Day at the Gavea course, Rio de 
Janeiro, Brazil, on June 4. The going was 
slightly soft, not at all good for fast times 
but excellent for racing. <A field of 16 
started for the Grande Premio Cruzeiro 
do Sul, the Brazilian Derby, of 2.400 met- 


ers (about 144 miles), worth 500.000 
cruzeiros to the winner. Three of the 


starters were fillies. including the Oaks 
second Furiosa. The Oaks winner wasn’t 
entered for the great race. 

Favorite at 3 to 1 was the Seabra 
Stable’s entry of Martini and Scarface. 
the latter entered to ensure a firm pace 
for his stable companion. Strongly back- 
ed also were E. T. Fernandes’ entry of 
Irresistivel and Invictus. V. 
Torpedo, and the filly Furiosa. 

The 67th renewal of the Brazilian Der- 
by was perhaps the hardest race of its 
long and interesting history. It was in 
fact one of the hardest races IT have ever 
seen, with plenty of bumping and _ block- 
and many hard luck stories. 

The favorite Martini hadn’t been a win- 
ner of any important race before. except 
for a good Derby Trial at Gavea. but it 
is fair to say he was in a very fine condi- 
tion, much better looking than in any of 
his previous Age already 
changing him into a good colt. as had 
been expected since his 2-vear-old days. 

The other favorites. however. were also 
in fine condition, although Irresistivel’s 
troubles with a knee and a joint were 
observed in the canter before the race.

The start was given at a very good mo- 
ment. Don Euvaldo was the early leader. 
but one furlong later. Searface. hard rid- 
den, took the front and began to ensure a 
strong pace in the first turn. In the back- 
stretch he increased his advantage to six 
lengths. Meanwhile, Martini was always 
running in the middle of the field. Irre- 
sistivel was severely bumped after the 
start, but in the backstretch he was fourth. 
behind Scarface. Campeador and Furiosa. 
On the big final turn. Furiosa blocked 
Irresistivel dangerously and he dropped 
back for a while. after which he advanced 
again. Campeador and Furiosa then at- 
tacked the leader and thus they entered 
into the final stretch. 

Scarface. Campeador. and Furiosa faded 
soon, while Martini. rushing amidst horses. 
took the front under the furious attack 
from Trresistivel and Impavido. which was 


coming by the outside very strongly. 
Three furlongs from home they were 
head-to-head and the battle endured 


another furlong. when Impavido swerved 
to the left. thus blocking again the very 
unlucky Irresistivel, At that) moment. 
however. Martini’s better class and stamina 
“talked.” He regained the lead and won 
going away by two lengths from Impavido. 


while TIrresistivel was third. another 
length back. Irrequieto. a suprising late- 
minute rusher. came from far back to 


take fourth place very close up. followed 
by Torpedo. Invictus (also coming from 
far behind). Guaruman, Nacar. Furiosa. 
Campeador, Noticia, Scarface. Don Euval- 
do, Grumete, and Attacker, while the filly, 


Impavido (No. 8) finished second, but was dis- 
They were followed by Irrequieto, Torpedo (far left), and eleven others. 


Jutlandia. fell one furlong from the win- 
ning post when she was one of the last 
in the field. and had to be killed due to 
a bad left fore leg fracture. Her jockey, 
the leading Luiz Rigoni, fortunately didn’t 
suffer anything. 

The time for the Derby was 2:30%s. 
over a slow track. A medium-sized dark 
brown horse. almost black. but very well 
balanced. Martini was one of my favor- 
ites for the Derby since last year. He 
was not seriously trained in 1949, being 
a backward sort of colt.

STAYERS. The Guillermo Paats is 
one of the best handicaps of Argentine 
racing. The race was staged on June 3 
at Palermo, the distance being 1 7/8 
miles, and a field of five stayers was en- 
tered, the winner being El Chani Stable’s 
Triunvirato, a brown 3-year-old by Toni- 
co (a great stayer by the famous Tresiete. 
Congreve’s greatest rival as a sire), out of

TWO-YEAR-OLDS. In the several 2- 


year-old stakes run up to date in Argen- 
tina, colts and fillies didn’t meet. Thus 
the selection is made with the sexes separ 
ated, and it has made two tentative lead- 
ers. The filly Melody, owned by Chapad- 
malal Stable. and a home-bred, is the un- 
beaten champion of 2-year-old fillies. A 
very beautiful, well-balanced filly by 
Meadow out of the good Elegy, by Rustom 


Pasha, she made her debut in a common 
nursery, then won the Clasico Eliseo 
Ramirez at Palermo in April. beating four 
other fillies including the stakes winner 
Tamaroa, at seven furlongs. Later she 
took. at Palermo, the Clasico General 
Las Heras. of seven furlongs. in May. 
beating another three. Then she started 
for the Clasico Jorge Atucha. also at 
Palermo, over 71% furlongs, and beat the 
stakes winner Yacora by 214 lengths into 
second, in the fast time of 1:3025. and in 
a smart manner. It appears that she is 
not to be beaten over short distances, but 
maybe longer races will find her in fault. 
since her sire Meadow was a_ typical 
sprinter and is a sire of sprinters. 
Among colts, the leader is Mironton, 
bred at the Haras El Moro. and owned by 
the Miss Eureka Stable. A chestnut colt 
by Meadow out of Misera, by Diadochos, 
he is a full brother to last year’s promi- 
nent juvenile Pancho Freddy. As a son 
of Meadow he is not expected to. stay 
much, but one has to recall that his grand 
sire Diadochos is a son of Son-in-Law and 
has been a sire of stayers in South Ameri- 
ca. Mironton won his initial outing. then 
started for the Clasico Santiago Lure of 
six furlongs. when he had a blocked race 
and finished third. beaten one length and 
three quarters, the winner being Barbero, 
a son of Epatant (by Congreve) out of

The Tuesday sales saw 96 yearlings go 
through the ring and bring a total of 
$521,400, average $5,431. This was an in- 
crease of slightly more than 7 per cent 
above the $5,065 average from the same 
group of consignors last year (they sold 
in sessions 5 and 7 of the 1949 auctions). 
The offerings were made up of year- 
lings from 34 consignors and offered a 
wide range of selection. Prices ranged 
from a low of $1,100 to a high of $20,500. 
The latter figure was paid for a_ half 
brother, by *Blenheim 2nd, to Navy 
Chief, from the Woodvale Farm consign- 
ment. The colt went to H. A. Grant, the 
Pennsylvania oil man. C. F. White, agent, 
paid $20,000 for a Requested—Poppy 
Seed colt from the Elmendorf consign- 
ment. This group of yearlings—l1 head— 
set the pace for the session by averaging 
$11,882. This was an increase of about 
49 per cent above the $7,942 average ob- 
tained by Elmendorf for 19 head. The 
Woodvale consignment, largest in point of 
number, averaged $5,116, a decline of 
about 11 per cent from the 1949 aver- 
age of $5,700.

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NATB ACTIVITIES 


The establishment of a public relations 
committee to aid in promoting a_ better 
acceptance of Turf stories and articles in 
newspapers and magazines has been an- 
nounced by the National Association of 
Thoroughbred Breeders. Everett Clay, of 
Hialeah Park and the Florida Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association, has been 
named chairman. Other members are 
Humphrey Finney, of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association, and C. W. Mussett, 
of the Ohio Valley Thoroughbred Club. 

A committee to keep in touch with in- 
ternational developments and devise means 
of co-operation between the Federal gov- 
ernment and the Thoroughbred industry 
in case of emergency also was appoint- 
ed. The chairman is Larry MacPhail, of 
Maryland. Other members are Mr. Finney 
and Grant A. Dorland, 
urer of the NATB. 

At the suggestion of Del Heoleman, of 
Tennessee, a committee was appointed to 
consider means for co-operating with the 
Quarter Horse industry. It was tentatively 
proposed that the NATB might sponsor 
races for 2-year-olds at some of the rec- 
ognized Quarter Horse tracks. Mr. Hole- 
man was named chairman. He will be as- 
sisted by Carl Rose, of Florida, and M. R. 
Latimer, of Colorado. Means of promot- 
ing more 2-year-old races at the major 
running tracks also were discussed. The 
meeting also considered the current 
gambling investigation by a U. S. Senate 
subcommittee, and held a decision in 
abeyance, until the investigation 
gresses further. 

The Maryland Horse Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation was added to the memberhip, and 
Mr. Dorland stated that eight other re- 
gional groups were considering 
tion with the NATB. Thomas B. Crom- 
well, the Blue Grass Feed Company, 
and the Phoenix Hotel, all of Lexington, 
and Jo B. Morgan, of Nashville, were 
received as contributing members.

And against the misfortune that 
befell the were balanced a 
series of successes that kept the oil mil- 
lionaire deeply interested in the Turf up 
to his death.

Among the horses which made their 
mark under the Helis silks were Cosmic 
Bomb, one of the top horses of recent 
years; Miss Kimo, Salmagundi, Lycos, 
Phidias, Mountain Lion, Jobstown, Tren- 
ton. the very fast and able Rippey, Ear- 
shot, and many others. A quick summa- 
tion of his purchases at Keeneland from 
1943 through 1947, when he was most 
active on the market, shows 
that his expenditures were in the neigh- 
borhood of $400,000. This group’s earn- 
ings through 1949, were nearly $900,000. 

After having become a racing stable 
owner and a race track stockholder (in- 
cluding Tanforan), it was natural that 
Mr. Helis would become interested in 
breeding. As the site for his breeding op- 


yearling 


erations he selected the former Rancocas 
Stud, in New Jersey, which he expanded 
to about 2,500 acres, about half of which 
is devoted to horses. The training track 
at the place was used for preparing his 
home-bred horses for racing. 


At stud at the Helis Stock Farm are the 


stallions Attention *Rounders, Pericles, 
and *Olympic Zenith. At Henry H. 


Knight's Almahurst Farm, Lexington, are 
Cosmic Bomb and Rippey. Valdina Or- 
phan is at F. W. Janson’s Knollwood 
Farm, Lexington. 

Soon after his entrance into racing Mr. 
Helis formed a friendship with Mr. 
Knight whose judgment he relied on in 
making most of his decisions regarding 
the Turf. The two engaged in many horse 
deals. On involving the 
purchase of sume mares for about $125,- 
000, Mr. Helis challenged his friend to 
flip a coin to decide whether the price 
would be $250,000 or nothing. Mr. Knight 
settled for the $125,000. 

William Helis was generous with his 
money, and is reported to’ have spent 
more than a million dollars for Greek 
war relief. He was president of the Greek 
War Relief Association. He placed much 
confidence in his friends, and equal con- 
fidence in his horses. He never hesitated 
to back the former when they needed 
support, and never hesitated to race his 
horses against whatever competition was 
around. Probably the high point of his 
career as an owner arrived on a Saturday

afternoon in June, 1947, when Rippey 
won the Carter Handicap at Aqueduct, 
Elpis won the New Castle Handicap at 
Delaware Park, and Jobstown won the 
Absecon Handicap at Atlantic City. 
Survivors include his widow, a son, Will- 
iam Helis Jr.. three daughters, Mrs. Vir- 
gina Droulia, Mrs. Paul Henry, and Mrs. 
Mal Malvin. Funeral services were held 
at New York on Thursday of this week, 
and burial was at New Orleans Saturday. 


James Keller 


Keller, 38-year-old Negro em- 
ployee of Col. Phil T. Chinn for the past 
20 years, died of a self-inflicted bullet 
wound at his home on the morning of July 
22. Before turning his pistol on himself, 
Keller shot and killed his wife. The fam- 
ily lived on Colonel Chinn’s in 
Woodford County, Kentucky. Keller was 
a highly regarded horseman and had an 
excellent reputation among Central Ken- 
tucky breeders.
